There is a naptural tendency In the heart of
man (and it operates sbundantly even in real
Christiane) to bow Lo the lnfluence of perverted
and faleely assumed authority. ‘'The prophets
prophesy faltoly and the prieste bear rule hy
their means, and my people love to have it so.”
That honored place of authority and influonce
once beld by the unfallen Chnreh, while it yet
ptood as the “'pillar and ground of the truth,”’
haa been scldom clalmed by any withoul the
elaim (however false and presumptuouns) being
willingly owned, and sometimes welcomed, even
by many who are really Christ's. But all such
authority, eeelng that it is neither bused on nor
guided by truth, can only lead into the dark-
ness to which itself belomzs., What wonder
therefore, that ignorance ehould eettle in upon

shat eonl that has made [tseli the slave of such |

authority; what wonder if unconscionsly it
ghould welcome falschood and fight against
truth, and congratulate iteelf most when farthest
dletant from the principles of Christ! Indi-
viduale too, as well as collective bodlies, may
clalm an authority which God has pever
glven; and not unfrequently fear, or affec-
tion, or self-interest, or a disposition to lean
upon others, causes it to be gladly recognized.
But such authority, seeing that It is not in the
power of truth, that it directs not to the Serip-
tures alone, that it will not bear the test of the
“law and of the teatimony,” can only, as in the
former eage, lead toward, if not into darkness,
Nothing but close adherence to the Beripture
ean preserve us from such resulte In a day llke
the present. Is that which we hear false or true?
ls it or is it not the word of God 7 Such are the
great questions we have to ask oursclves now.
